Photo  coverage  of  Conference  activities  will  be  selective*  Every  effort  will 
be  made  to  arrange  a schedule  for  practical,  useful  pictures,  Ihe  Division  of 
Information  Programs  will  supply  a negative  of  each  State  group  requesting  one. 
These  negatives  will  be  mailed  direct  to  State  editors  in  an  effort  to  speed 
up  the  process  and  give  Conference  pictures  some  real  spot-news  value*  You 
will  hear  more  about  this  through  your  editor*  The  pictures  will  be  made 
Saturday,  June  14>  10:00  a*m*  to  6:00  p*m*,  with  the  C^itol  in  the  background* 
Every  State  desiring  a State  picture  should  plan  to  have  it  made  Saturday  after- 
noon* More  information  on  the  photographic  schedule  will  be  available  at  Con- 
ference registration  headquarters* 
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Press  Service 

Conference  plans  also  call  for  the  usual  press,  radio  tape,  and  photography 
service  to  States  and  to  ’Jashington  correspondents  for  out-of-town  newspapers. 
lYe  suggest  you  talk  with  your  editor  about  alerting  papers  in  your  State  to 
the  Conference  and  notifying  them  about  your  delegates  who  will  attend. 

We  are  leaving  it  up  to  the  States  to  notify  Senators  and  Congressmen  here 
about  the  4-H’ers  trip.  Many  of  Capitol  Hill  welcome  the  opportunity  to  see 
the  delegates,  and  have  their  own  facilities  (lacking  to  us)  for  arranging 
photographs,  joint  interviews,  radio  recordings,  and  even  television  film 
clips. 

Members  of  the  information  staff  here  will  gladly  help  Washington  corres- 
pondents of  any  newspapers  cover  your  delegates'  activities  at  the  Conference. 
Also,  newspapers  in  your  State  using  the  wire  news  services  such  at  AP,  UP, 
and  INS,  may  ask  for  similar  coverage. 

Correspondents  and  news  services  will  be  supplied  copies  of  the  Conference 
program.  Conference  fact  sheet,  daily  releases  prepared  during  the  Conference, 
and  other  infornation  materials.  In  addition,  when  Conference  opens,  the 
Press  Desk  will  help  any  newspaper  or  magazine  writer,  or  radio  or  television 
representative,  gather  desired  information  or  contact  4-H  delegates  to  arrange 
interviews  or  other  appointments.
